The state of Ohio must pay 2 cents 
a gallon tax on the gasoline it uses or 
ev ade its own law by importing the 
gasoline from another state. 
Attorney General Crabbe ruled that 
the law which imposes the tax m ak es 
no prov ision for a rebate to the state, 
cities or ofhe** subdiv isions which pur­ 
chase gasoline, and since they pay the 
tax at the lime of purchase, there is 
no escape from the excise. 
Jgitie s may tak e adv antage of the 
loophole and buy their 
gasoline 
in 
other states, but 
the state 
probably 
will not. 
At the sam e time it became 
apparent that, with v irtrally all the 
near-by states lev ying a gas tax, some 
of them heav ier than that of Ohio, 
the purchaser of gasoline outside the 
Ohio limits merely pays the money in­ 
to the treasury of adjacent slates, un­ 
less it is shipped from considerable* 
distances. 
Under Ohio laws it is impossible to 
Max the state directly. 
The gas tax, 
howev er, is pot a direct tax on The 
state, but nominally a tax on the deal­ 
ers in gasoline.

C’o -< iterativ e trials wh ich 
th e department h as been co ndu cting 
with ex periment statio ns in th e Mid­ 
dle West h av e sh o wn th at th e plants 
fro m Italian seed are mu ch mo re likely 
to winterkill th an th o se fro m Ameri­ 
can seed, th at th ey are mo re su seepti- 
ble to certain diseases and th at th ey 
o ften giv e a smaller cro p ev en wh en 
th e stand is o th erwise apparently sa t­ 
isfacto ry . 
Unsatisfactory Seed. 
As far as th e inv estigatio ns o f th e 
departm ent h av e pro gressed it 
was 
fo u nd th at Italian seed is practically 
ev ery wh ere 
u nsatisfacto ry 
and 
th at 
French and Ch ilean seed, wh ile giv ­ 
ing go o d y ields In so me parts, is u n­ 
satisfacto ry in Io wa, Minneso ta and 
elsewh ere wh ere th e winters are se­ 
v ere. 
Means o f h arv esting and sav ing th e 
seed fro m th e nu mero u s small acre­ 
ages o f red clo v er instead o f im po rt­ 
ing seed wo u ld do liiilch to bring th e 
clo v er cro p back into a dependable 
part o f th e ro tatio n. 
Red clo v er is 
par ex cellence th e resto rativ e cro p fo r 
ro tatio ns in th e co rn belt, say s th e 
department, bu t co ntinu ed failu res o f 
th e cro p h av e cau sed a steady decline 
in acreage. 
Th is decline in acreage 
o v er a l o n g perio d o f y ears h as ad­ 
v ersely affected th e y ields o f all o th er 
cro ps inv o lv ed in th e ro tatio n. 
Th e impo rtance o f h o me-gro wn seed 
is especially great in th e so u th ern and 
so u th eastern part o f th e clo v er belt, 
wh ere th e anth racno se disease is co m­ 
mo n and o ften v ery destru ctiv e. Here
